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REMARKS 

Claims 10-17 are amended. Claims 41-42 are added. No claims are canceled. 
Accordingly, claims 1-42 are now pending. 

Claims 10- 17 are amended to remove the acronym "DEAPROM" from the preamble. 
These amendments do not narrow the scope of the claims. 

In the Restriction Requirement mailed July 7, 2005, the Examiner has restricted the 
claims to one of the following species under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to a floating gate transistor comprising a control gate separated 
form a floating gate by a low tunnel barrier intergate insulator having a thickness of 
less than 20 Angstrom; and 

II. Claims 18-40, drawn to a DEAPROM memory cell and its methods of operating, 
comprising a metal oxide intergate insulator formed on the metal layer, wherein the 
metal oxide intergate insulator has a tunnel barrier of less than 1.5eV. 



Applicant elects, without traverse, Species I, claims 1-17. New claims 41-42 also read on the 
elected species.
